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(57) Abstract: A continuous inkfet printer is de- 
scribed, ^^ch conqnises a combination of disper- 
sion agitation means, heated ink supply and print- 
head and tailored, heated, filtration regime. The use 
of this combination allows the printing of inks con- 
taining a non-magnetic pigment that exhibits "soft 
settling" upon standing.
